Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best US prior art Koenigbauer et al (2003/0050819) teaches accessing a 
system data store, generating a product shipment configuration and logistics plan, and 
determining a transporter. But, the best US prior art lacks the limitation of generating an 
exception report. The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other 
limitations clearly claimed in the application, are novel and unobvious. 

The best NPL (Global supply chain management in the telecommunications 
industry: The role of information technology in integration of supply chain entities) 
teaches a supply management system. But, the best NPL lacks the limitation of 
generating an exception report. The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination 
with the other limitations clearly claimed in the application, are novel and unobvious.
